MORE EGGS FROM LESS FEED. 


Get Bid of Fowls That Stopped 


ing In Early 


If poultry flocks have not already 


been culled, now is the time to do It, 
and the hens to cull out are the ones 
that first stopped la>ing, say {he most 
successful poultry men. The test henc 
are the ones that are still laying. In 
the past few years poultry raisers 
haie found that culling out their poor 
hens early has resulted In more eggs 
laid, less feed, used and more money 
made. 
la culling now, one should set rid 


of the birds that show by their deep- 
yellow legs, new glossy plumage, and 
thick, blunt pelvic arcTies that they 
stopped laying ear'y in the summer. 
The hens that are laying have full, 
bright, wasy combs, soft, pliable ab- 
domen, and bleached-out shanks. A 
ragged bird that has just begun to molt 
should not be -culled now just because 
she Is not la} ing. 


"Where a small breeding Sock can 


be cared for it Is best to mate up a. 
pen of hens that do not stop laying 
until October, November or Decem- 
ber. Such a pen will improve the 
laying quality of next year's chicks, 
according to the Cornell authorities.
